Equipment Needed 


“The municipal university will need 
the usual equipment of the lecture room, 
the laboratory, the library and the shop; 
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but it will find its best equipped labora~ 


tory, its largest library, its best forge, 
anvil and bench in the city in whose 
heart it has its being. ‘There are un- 
solved problems of the city as well as 
unsolved problems of the desert ; thes 
might well be a challenge to the bright 
and eager minds of the college. Why 
should not these engage the attention of 
students and faculty in the municipal 
university ? It is possible, tuo, that they 
would find that service interesting 
that much of the criticism now lodged 
against the impracticability and _ inef. 
ficiency of college life would fall to the 
ground, 

“Intimately related to the city’s de- 
partment of health, education and board 
of public works, it should cooperate in 
maintaining sanitary conditions; in de- 
veloping parks, playgrounds, public 
bathhouses; in shaping and upholding 
pure food laws; in investigating meth- 
ods and sources of gathering meat, 
fruit and dairy supplies. We hear much 
of the conservation of the natural re- 
sources; our greatest natural resource 
is the good health of the people.

The beef 
stored is in most cases cuts of corn-fed 
beef which the public demands all the 
year round, and which, without cold stor- 
age, they could get only im the winter 
months. 

Jesse Newcomb, a dealer in poultrr, 
said he would have no objection to a 
law prohibiting the storage of poultry 
for more than six months, provide 
sufficient elasticity was provided to per- 
mit an extension of time in case inspec- 
tion showed the goods to be in good con- 
dition. He said theré is no reason why 
poultry should be carried over from one 
season to another. 


A. J. Bartlett, representing the cheese 
industry, said such a law would work 
a hardship on consumers.

NAVAL MILITIA OF 
MASSACHUSETTS 
HIGHLY PRAISED 


WASHINGTON—Capt. Archibald § H. 
Davis, U. S. N., is preparing a report 
on the work of the naval militia at last 
summer’s maneuvers, in which he praises 
the Massachusetts naval militia. 

“The Massachusetts naval militia is 
in excellent condition,”, Captain Davis 
said in an interview, “and is getting bet- 
ter all the time. The officers and men 
appear keenly interested in their work 
and their record for the manoeuvres is 
really gratifying to the officers of the 
regular navy who are interested in the 
naval militia of the country. 

“The cruise of the Massachusetts naval 
militia for the year 1911 covered a period 
of 14 days, July 16 to 29 inclusive. The 
militia embarked on the U.S. 8. Chicago. 
After the maneuvers «the Chicago en- 
gaged in general drills in Gardiner’s bay 
and then held target practise there with 
four-inch battery before returning 
to Boston, where she arrived July 29. 

“The target practise was held under 
regular service conditions ou a 1600-yvard 
range with a fixed ta ot 15x18 feet. 

“While the work of all the naval mili- 
tia vessels participating in target prac- 
was satisfactory, that of the Chi-

The 16 gun pointers of 
the Massachusetts naval militia made a 
most creditable record of 68 per cent of 
hits in 1]2 shots fired.”

BELT LINE RAILWAY 
URGED AS A GREAT 
WEED FOR THE GITY 


A four-track belt line railroad 52 miles 
in length was urged as one of Boston's 
greatest needs by Henry C. Long in an 
interesting lecture which he delivered 
Thursday night in the lecture hall of 
the Boston Public Library. Mr. Long's 
subject was “Commercial and Industrial 
Development of Boston.” He used many 
lantern slides in illustrating his subject 
and presented many forceful arguments 
favoring a belt line which, he said, 
should be owned by the city. 

Mr. Long said that the four tracks of 
the belt line should oceupy a strip of 
land a mile wide in order that ample 
room might be had on each side of the 
tracks for the building of factories and 
homes of workmen. He said that should 
the city undertake such a project it 
would build up Boston’s commerce as 
nothing else could possibly do. He said 
that the greatest handicap this city has 
is the high cost and unwieldy manner of 
handling freight. He said that the term- 
inal facilities were the most crude and 
most expensive of any city in the coun- 
try and that if a belt line road should 
be built it would mean that a carload 
of freight could be taken from any of 
the factories on the ling to any pier or 
dock in the harbor within two hours’ 
time at a of $2. He said that it 
now costs $20 a car and takes about a 
week to two weeks to get freight across 
the city to the piers.

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EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Friday, October 20, 1911 
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A New York woman is éalling attention to 
street noises and to what she regards as the 
necessity for greater quiet in the neighbor- 
hood of public schools. Commenting upon 
this, a newspaper of that city points out that 
many of the schools are situated on streets 


the Public 
Schools where the traffic is heavy and the pavements 
rough. In some of the schools, it 1s said, the 


| = teachers are often compelled to suspend 
ee | instruction until the roar and rumble sub- 
side. Noiseless pavements and closer police supervision 1n the school 
neighborhoods with the view of creating tranquil conditions there- 
abouts are urged. 

Weil, we are not prepared to sympathize wh any movement 
that may be carried om along this line. .Unnecessary noises are 
always objectionable, but it is not always an easy matter to say when 
city noises are unnecessary and when they are not.. There are certain 
conditions of city'life that must be taken as they are by those who 
study or work, or reside leisurely, or seek entertainment or amuse- 
ment, or any form of comfort inacity. New York is not exceptional 
in the matter of noise. There are neighborhoods in Boston just as 
noisv as any in New York; there are neighborhoods in Plnladelphia, 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and San Francisco as 
noisy as may be found anywhere, but more or less noise 1s what 
people expect when thev live in big cities; big cities and the roar and 
rumble of traffic are inseparable. The noise of a pounding trolley 
car or an elevated train may not be pleasant, but the car or train 1s 
carrying people to or from their places of business, or to and from 
their places of residence, and the noise each makes ts absolutely 
necessary to the convenience or comfort of some, no matter how 
displeasing it mav be to others. 

The city is not the country, and, as a rule, city children are as 
little disturbed in their study or plav by the rear and rumble about 
them as country clildren are by the call of a javbird or the lowing 
of acow. The city man and the city woman must work amid noises 
of all kinds, but for the most part they are unconscious of them. 
They are more likely to be disturbed by a sudden lull than by a sudden 
outburst of noise. They are inured to the street cries, to the bound- 
Ing or pounding trolley, to the thundering “L” train, to the whistle, to 
the creaking and laboring of the loaded truck and to the rattling of 
the empty van. They have grown up with them; they realize that 
they are part of the economy of things in which they move and pursue 
their daily occupations and pleasures. 

Girls and bovs when giving vent to their natural exuberance can 
iiake about as much noise as can be produced by machinery or trathe, 
and thinking people are rather pleased than otherwise when, to use 
an ordinary expression, they now and then “break loose.” That 
they are not in any wav averse to noise 1s evident by their shouting 
in the school vards or on the ball field. And who would have it 
different? Who would have the children of the city brought up to 
be conscious of its noises, to be disturbed by them, to be afraid of 
thei—to be so timorous, soft, insipid, weak rather than manly and 
womanly, seli-assertive, virile, vigorous, oblivious to and careless of 
the little things that prey upon the mind given to worrying over 
them ? 

Good order, system, discipline, decorum are all desirable in their 
way, but there is such a thing as going too far in an effort to regulate 
everything. Legitimate notse will harm neither the teacher nor the 
student who does not pernut it to bother him. Alental work of a 
very lugh order is done and must be done frequently in a_ boiler 
factory.
